The mamer in which the tailings dam was built am the case 
of the break has already been discussed in cmection with the 
bill of the Rio Grande Yestern Railway “o. for the cost of 
repairing the cars and track which were danaged by the break in 
tne dan. 


Any ordinary strean flowing through the culve rt under the 


’ Rio Grende Western main track, might find its way to the bottom 


of Kureka gulch through either of two chamels. One of these is 
Waarted 

the ditch and gully A, B, 5, on the accompanying blue print; it 

is on the east side of the little knoll uponwhich the Gemini 

assay office stands; the stream flowing down it wold pass under 

the Oregon Short Tine main track and enter the main gulch ata 


point near the dump of the G@mini mine, marked “ on the blue 


print. 


The second chamel runs northwesterly fron the point A 
end is intercepted at the point I by the Oregon Short line track 
tbo transfer; any ordinary stream wald be diverted by the enbank- 
ment of this transfer track, and flowing along the eastern side 
of the track wuld also enter the main gulch ner the point %. 

Last year, the Oregon Short line R.R. built the coal swur 
H-J-F, an order to deliver coal at the doors of the boiler room 
of the Bullion-Reck hoist. This oval stur is almost parallel 
with the main track in the bottom of Kureka gulch, but is s omewhat 
higher up; in front of the Hhullion-Reck hoist, trestle work is 
substituted for a grade. 

The first br ea k in the Fureka Hill tailings dam occurred 
shortly after seven o'clock on the morning of November 17th.; none 
of the tailings reached as far as the Pullion-Reck noi TR 
the afternoon, a second quantity of tailings broke wer, on mu ch 
of the stuff passed through the culvert under the R.G.W. main 
track, flowed down the chamel A-D, overf lowed the Oregon Sho rt 
line transfer track near the pointl, reached the spur track at Jd, 
amd was then diverted westerly along the soutn side of this spr 
track until near the point F it flowed through the trestle work 
and thragh the open doors of the Pullion-Reck hoist. One or 
io hou ts afterwards, when I visited the Pullion-Beck hoist, T 
found the timber franing roon, the air compressor roon and the 


boiler room under about one and one half, or two feet of md. 





The md also ran through trap doors in the floors of the compressor 
room and filled up the tanks am cellars Tiernsnt 

Although the first break in the tailings dam had ocurred 
early in the morning, am although an occasional flow od md 
came down in the vicinity of the Pullion-eck hoi st, the enployes 
of the latter capany ot no measures, so far as J can learn, 
to protect against any unusial flow in case one should come. 

T am informed by Mr. Geome Adans, the lumber dealer, that when 
vhe big flow came in the afternoon, the employes at the Pal Liane 
Reck hoist, stood out is front, idly watching the amroaching 
flood, when they had plenty of time to close the doors and bulk- 
head them with timbers that were ner at hand. 

Tt may be of importance to note that any ordinary drainge, 
or flow, would hare gone down the usual chamels am wald not 
nave crossed the transfer track; but any flow afte eiedcine the 
transfer track was invited into the Pullion-Reck hoist by the 
arrangement of spur tracks, etc, for the accommodation of the 
Bul lion-Beck company. 

A day or two after the flood, Mr. Farnsworth, the Super in- 
a spoke to me out our company's defraying the expense 
of cleaning up at their place. TI told him that T could not say 
how mich of the expense our canpany wald be willing to aban
